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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to claim 1 , applicant argues 
Takayama fails to teach or suggest an electrically active layer of the electrically active thin film device is disposed directly on the 
substrate. However, Takayama discloses element 201 is plastic (paragraph [0102]), which is flexible because plastic is a flexible 
material. Also, element 202 is a thin supporting material on which the component (TFT) of the integrated circuit is fabricated. As such, 
element 202 can function as "substrate". Therefore, Takayama discloses in figure 10 an electrically active layer of the electrically active 
thin film device is disposed directly on the substrate 202. With respect to claims 7, 28 and 30, applicant argues Ishida does not disclose 
copper and plastic are equivalents because Ishida's copper or plastic is coated with metal or metal oxide. Nevertheless, Ishida teaches 
the film in a semiconductor device can be made of material including copper or plastic (column 4, lines 51-56), which can be contrued as 
copper or plastic being equivalents of material. . 
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
